Maj. P. J. H. Farrell, past commander 
in chief of the Veterans of Foreign Wars 
of the United States, addressed that as- 
sembly yesterday at the Hotel Sherman, 
telling of the work of United States sol- 
dier in foreign lands. 

The men who fought in the 8 
Porto Rico, and Cuba represent a new 
era in the work of the United States,” said 
Maj. Farrell, “ Following the landing of 
United states forces on those lands came 
e education, progress, and jus- 

“ Ouba, Porto Rico, and the e ene 
are morally, physically, and financially 
better off than they ever could have been 
if the United States had not taken a hand 
in their government. The Americans 
found there insurrection, anarchy, and 
disorder. They replaced these conditiong 
with public, schools and churches of all 
Christian religions. 

Many of us here today have sons on 
duty at the border. It is for us to pray 
that they uphold the ideals of our coun- 
try, that in future years they may be 
just as proud to attend the conventions 
of this organization as we are today. 

Ma]. Farrell was the commander of the 
first detachment of American soldiers 
that landed in the Philippine islands.
